Cheered at 
Supreme Soviet 


MOSCOW, March 10. — The 
government presented to Parlia- 
ment tonight a budget calling for 
defense expenditures of $15,500,- 
000,000. Finance Minister Arseny 
Zverev, esenting the budget 
totaling $83, 030,000,000 to a joint 
session of the Supreme Soviet or 
Parliament, said the increase by 
$2.600,000,000 over last year was 
due to a small jump in wholesale 
peices in heavy industry. 

As the meeting of the Supreme 
Soviet got, under way, the walls: 
- of the great St. Andrews~ Hall 
seemed -to: shake’ with the roar af 
applause. when Premier Joseph 
‘Stalin and Vice-Premier Vyacheslav 
Molotov entered. The applause 
lasted four minutes. 

The .largest item in Zverevs 
budget was $30,400,000,000, or 
86 percent of the total, for national 
economy. This includes capital 
construction, agriculture and trans- 
port. | 

The amount allotted to agricul- 
ture was $6,400,000,000, or 
$2,400,000,000 more than last 
year. 


For social and cultural enter- 
prises, $23,800,000,000 “was al- 
otted,; an increase of $600,000,000. 
This will go for education, health 
services ‘and sports. 

Zverev said that revenues for 
the year would total $89,041,- 
600,000, thus leaVing a surplus of 
$6,011,600,000. 

Zverev. in his report said con- 
ditions were getting better in 
Russia and worse in the United 
States. . 

Prosperity was increasing in the 
Soviet Union, he said, because of 
increased production, currency

FOLLOWS SLOWDOWNS 


The Agency lockout followed 
several slowdowns by the workers 


against company stalling in the}; 


negotiations being conducted in 
Chicago, Although the firm has 
claimed that it has offered to grant 
the 40-hour week, the mén have 
pointed out a number of gimmicks 
in this “offer.” 

First of all, by the stallin 
process, the shorter week woul 
not go into effect until Sept. 1. 
With the speedup process now 
taking place, it would mean hun- 
dreds -of workers will have been. 
laid off by the time the new work 
week is put into effect. 

y, the company’s pro- 
posal is for a “staggered” 40-hour 
week, with no regularly designated 
days off. This would eliminate a 
number of working rules, such as 
the eye provision for time and 
one-half pay on. Sundays and those 
holidays which are now designated 


‘as regular days off. 


The prolonged negotiations 
which have been takin ce with 
the Agency as well as for the other 
“non-operating” railway _ brother- 
hoods are actually for third-round 
increases which were won in other 
industries one year ago. Observ- 
ance of Railway Labor Act provi- 
sions has delayed the process on 
the roads, 

In an attempt to end the com- 
pany stall, the workers instituted 


a number of slowdown actions in} 


the New York area, where 25 per- 
cent of the Agency’s business is 
handled. Union officials described 
these actions as “short of a strike” 
and sherefore not in violation of 


the Railway Labor Act.

By a voice vote, the House 
adopted the rule which brought 
the rent bill to the floor. The rule 
provides for five hours general de- 
bate and then continued debate on 
amendments under the “five mi- 
nute rule.” This would limit each - 
speaker to five minutes on an 
amendment.
